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The Matter is Referred Back to the Zoning Board of Appeals for Final Action 


Concrete and Clay Dumping on 
Pinnacle Property is Addressed

At the February 12th 
Township Board meeting, the 
matter of the dumping of con- 
crete and clay material at the 
Pinnacle site was discussed 
and acted upon. 

In a previous action, the 
Board permitted Wayne Coun- 
ty to continue to dump these 
materials on the site. The 
County had dumped the 
material in violation of our 
ordinances and the Board had 
to decide how they wanted to 
proceed.

wanted the County to remove ~ 


the material and obey the 
ordinance. However a majori- 
ty of the Board agreed to give 
the County 90 days to come 
up with a proposal to resolve 
the problem. That waiver of 
the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance expired in November 
of 2002 without an agreement 
in place. 

Eventually the Planning 
Commission took up the mat- 
ter and they placed several 
stipulations on the agreement 
but essentially agreed to 
allow the County to continue 
to dump the material on the 
property. The recommenda- 
tions of the Planning Com- 
mission were then sent to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for 
the issuance of the permit. 

According the minutes of 
the February 3rd ZBA, 
Trustee O’Kelley who is a 
member of the commission 
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made a motion to refer it back 
to the Township Board for 
their review and recommen- 
dations. Apparently it was 
premature to place it before 
the ZBA. This is why the 
matter was before the 
Township Board at their 
February 12th meeting. 
Planning and Zoning 
Director Dan Kirtland spoke 
at the meeting and addressed 
the recommendations of the 
Planning Commission. He 
referred to a memo he wrote 
with the findings. The find- 
ings were that the granting of 
the permit would not perma- 


land use, it would not detri- 
mentally affect the adjoining 
properties and the permit 
was consistent with the plan- 
ning and zoning that was in 
question. 

The commission further 
stated that the following con- 
ditions be met: 

Operations are to be limited 
from sunrise to sunset, the 
equipment on the site is to be 
clearly identified, the opera- 
tions comply with the 
NPDES permit issued by 
Wayne County, the area be 
fenced in, and the air quality 
control standards be met. 

Trustee Adkins began the 
Board conversation by re- 
minding the Board that the 
County was currently in vio- 
lation. Kirtland responded 
that he was aware of it and 
that the Planning Commis- 
sion was not happy in having 


‘to consider the waiver of an 


ordinance but they felt they 
could control the operation. 
He said he also understood 
the concerns the Township 
attorney may have and he 
said the Board could consid- 
er forcing the County to 
remove the material. 

Adkins went to say she 
was concerned with the con- 
crete that was there and the 
noise and dust from the pro- 
cessing of that concrete. 
Kirtland responded that the 
conditions set by the Plan- 
ning Commission addressed 


nently impair the intended 


that issue and required the 
process be monitored. 

Trustee Carey spoke next 
and said she was concerned 
that if the Pinnacle was not a 
“go project,” then the land 
should be restored its proper 
level. She later said that the 
County is aware of this con- 
cern and has expressed fund- 
ing problems. 

Kirtland responded that the 
restoration of the property 
would not likely change in 
the near future—perhaps for 
the life of the project because 
of the need for material. 
However, he suggested a 


‘bond or Letter of Credit be 


issued by the County. 

He said he also had con- 
cerns that the area would 
become a “defacto landfill” 
and said the ZBA was the 
watch dog for this part of the 
operation. He said the ZBA 
had an annual date of May 
15th to renew or not renew 
the permit. Later he con- 
firmed the permit could be 
issued for less than one year. 

At the urging of Trustee 
O’Kelley, the Board asked 
County representative Mr. 
Petraskey to address the 
Board. He began his remarks 
by stating that he felt a bond 
would be in order and that 
the County would always 
need some fill in order to 
continue to develop the prop- 
erty. In response to a ques- 
tion posed by _ Trustee 
O’Kelley he said he could 
not promise the storage of 
material would not get larger 
but the conditions would not 
get worse. 

He judged the supply that 
was on site would be good for 
six months and he anticipated 
the need for several million 
yards of fill for the area. He 
estimated the current appear- 
ance would be in place for 6 
months to a year. 

He went on to say that he 
would pass on any conditions 
imposed by the Township to 
the operator of the site. He 
admitted he had several prob- 
lems with the operator and 


had stopped his work several 
times but expressed the oper- 
ator was cooperating. 
O’Kelley then addressed 
the Board and said he 
thought the County’s efforts 
in this area was “a sorry, 
sorry thing.” He said his first 
recommendation would be 
to tell to County to remove 
their dump “post haste”. If 
there was no support for 
that, then to have the County 
cede the County DPW yard 
to the Township. He said he 
would envision the area 
turned into a green space to 
help protect the New Boston

“area from the onslaught of 


development that was to 
come. He said he knew, 
based on previous Board 
actions, that they would not 
consider either one of those 
proposals. 

As his minimum proposal he 
said he would recommend 

1. Establish a six-month 

time limit for the permit. 

. Restore property to its 
prior condition and secure 
a bond to insure that it is 
done. 

3. Secure a hold-harmless 
agreement to protect the 
Township and 

4. Agree to a $5000 a week 
payment to the Township 
while the permit is in 
place. 

He used the word “fee” in 
his recommendations and 
this concerned a few Board 
members. 

The Township attorney said 
they might have problems 
with implementing a fee that 
was not in our current sched- 
ule of fees and he said it could 
look like we were selling a 
variance. 

O’Kelley responded that 
they could avoid the word 
“fee” and that negotiated set-

tlements that involved the 
exchange of money was a 
common practice. The Town- 
ship attorney agreed but 
apparently this still concerned 
several members of the 
Board. 

Treasurer Skrzycki made it 
clear that he disagreed with 
just about everything that 
O’Kelley said. He objected 
to the word “landfill” as a 
description of the operation. 
O’Kelley interrupted and 
advised him use the word 
“dump”. 

Skrzycki continued by say- 


ing he objected to th County 
“having ‘to pay money to the | we 


Township. He viewed the 
storage of material as a use of 
the land by the landowner. 
He appeared to have missed 
the point of why the County 
was before the Board. He 
concluded his remarks by 
stating that he also was con- 
cerned about the environ- 
mental issues. 

O’Kelley made a motion to 
adopt his recommendations 
and he failed to get a second. 
Following that failure the 
Board approved a motion 
that accepted all of the other 
recommendations except the 
$5000 a week payment to the 
Township. Mr. Kirtland 
asked that the Planning 
Commissions recommenda- 
tions also be made part of the 
motion. 

This motion passed with 
Treasurer Skrzycki and Trus- 
tee Krause voting in opposi- 
tion. The matter will now go 
before the ZBA for final 
action.
